wheel-skates arc. after all, only an 
alternative. Locomotion on them »9 
neither so free nor so pleasant as 
with an iron blade upon ice; and we 
ore now informed that after five or 
six years of experimenting in Chel- 
teu. Professor Oamgee has at last got 
at the secret of making an artificial 
ice sheet, capable of being main- 
tained in perfect condition for skat- 
ing from one year's end to the other. 
A similar pl»n has been patented, 
and is abont to bo put into practical 
operation in Glasgow, the object, as 
described in tlio patent specification, 
being to refrigerate and cool floors 
so that water carried thereon may be 
frozen with an tven surface for skat- 
ing and curling. Similar experiments 
to 
those 
of Mr. Oamgee have 


been carried on at the ice works 
•t Oarnethill, Glasgow, by their 
manager, Mr. 
R-ie. who is one 


of the patentees of the invention 
referred to, and at the works of 
Messrs. Seddley & Co., Liverpool, 
and tharc is said to 1 o no possibility 
of failure. Tho process is the same 
M that nsetl in the manufacture of 
ice for dietetic purposes. It is very 
simple. A mixture of salt and water, 
cooled with ether in refrigerators, is 
made to pass between iron plates 
•bout half an inch apart. Tho upper 
plate i» covered with a thin layer of 
water, which soon freezes and forms 
a dry, keen skating surface. At the 
rink which it is proposed to establish 
in tbe fashionable quarter of Glas- 
gow, a new sheet of ioe will be 
formed every morning; but if in the 
course of the day it becomus rough, 
all that is necessary is to sweep off 
the powdered ice, flash the rink 
with water, wad in 20 minutes a new 
surface, freeh, firm and glassy, will 
be produced. The surface will also 
be more elastic than asphalte, and 
consequently less dangerous in case 
Of a fall, and there will be neither 
daft nor sloppioess. It is not ex- 
peoted that the temperature of the 
hall will be ranch affected by the 
io*rb«t it is alleged that, if neces- 
•arr, it may be warmed in the usual 
war without detracting from the 
effl^ieocy ot thorink.

MM to a sounder basis.

pers are copying, with approval, thf> 
following item from the San Fran- 
cisco Pott: 


The law m»Ve» it a criminal offense to 


depreciate United States coin by chip- 
ping or sweating. Why should it not 
also provide penalties for those who 
depreciate it by combining to pot down 
its valne lor speculative purposes? Why 
not make it a felony to refuse to take 
United States coin at its face value? 


There was a time in American his- 


tory when it v/as a felony to refuse 
to take the lawful money of the 
country at its nominal value. It did 
not work. Bakers would charge half 
a dollar a loaf for bread, but if a 
few copper pennies were offered in 
payment, they would gladly take 
them. The Government had to do 
something still more stringent: it 
filed the prices of goods and made 
it a felony for any one to charge a 
greater price, or to refuse to take 
lawful money in payment.

The people of San Francisco are 


to blame for the vileness of the Chi- 
nese quarter, about which so much 
is now said. The crowding together 
of a thousand men in a building that 
should not contain more than one 
hundred, the use of cellar lodging 
liouses, gambling and opium dens, 
and places of vilo rcsoit, can easily 
be taken care of. 
"What is wanted is 


a set of policemen who will not be 
agents for the o^neisof the gamb- 
ling shops and the other dons, but 
•n ho will regard their oathb of office 
nnd arrest offenders whenever they 
have a chance. In Now York City 
the entire cellar population of whole 
wards has been turned into tho 
streets, by operation of something 
like the "cubic nir" ordinance in 
San Francisco. As such a regula- 
tion can be enforced against white 
men in the East, it will do us no 
good to c6mplam of an evil here for 
which we have a similar remedy. 
Thieving special policemen have a 
steady revenue from Chinese gam- 
blers, and a lawyer guarantees to 
keep them out of the clutches of the 
law for a monthly stipend. White 
men can ba compelled to connect 
their bmldiiigs with sewers, and if 
the officers would do their duty, 
there need be no complaint about 
the cesspools and the reeking tilth 
of Chinatown. If they got up an- 
other big meeting, the people should 
eminent for a corrupt neglect of 
duty. All that is needed to remove 
the foulest hole to be found any- 
where in America, is an honest po- 
lice. We hope that those who are 
to present tho Chinese question to 
the attention of Congress will not 
say too much about the abomina- 
tions so freely talked about by local 
stump orators, for we will be told 
that Congress has no jurisdiction to 
enforce the penal laws of a State or 
the sanitary regulations of a city.

Some Interesting Facts. 


The Globe Qaa Bnrner-Ga» Works 


on Every Lamp Post-An Inven- 
tion that Bids Fair to Super- 
sede Gas for Street ItightlnB- 
The Matter Before the Conn- 
oil, Etc. 


At an informal meeting of mem- 


bers of the City Council, held at the 
office of the City Attorney, last eve- 
ning, a good deal of conversation 
was indulged in and much interest- 
ing information elicited in relation 
to gas and the various modes and 
cost of lighting the streets of cities 
and towns. The occasion was intended 
for a meeting of the Council Com- 
mittee on Street Lights and Lamp 
Posts and also of the Committee on 
Streets and Buildings, but as Cap- 
tain Watson, the Chairman, was the 
only member of tho former commit- 
tee present, and the latter commit- 
tee was represented by Mr. Walter 
only.no formal action was taken upon 
the matters referred. President Dods, 
of the Council and C. B. Kendall, a 
representative of the Globe Gas 
Light Company of Boston, were also 
present. The latter gentleman was 
present for the purpose of fully 
explaining the economy and other 
advantages of his system of lighting 
streets over the mode now in general 
nse on this coast. As the conversa- 
tion was principally upon the sub- 
ject of street lighting, Mr. Kendall 
explained his invention as fully per- 
haps as if the committee had been 
lull. Our reporter took advantage 
of the occasion to gather a few notes 
about the cost and mode of street 
lighting in various cities,

many of our readers are aware who 
saw the light which burned for sev- 
eral nights in front of the TRIBUNE 
office on Broadway. No street pipes 
are required with this lighter, and 
in lighting the lamp the supply of 
gas can be regulated so that the 
flame will expire at any hour desired 
without being turned off. These 
facts were embodied in a petition of 
Mr. Kendall to the Council asking 
that body to advertise for proposals 
for furnishing a given number of 
street lights petitioned for by citi- 
zens in various portions of the city, 
and this petition was referred to the 
Street Light Committee at the last 
meeting ol the Council. 


SOME INTERESTING FACTS. 


From the desultory conversation 


our reporter learned that Oakland 
pays a higher rate for her street 
lights than any city in the Union. 
We pay nineteen cents and a half 
per lamp per night whether the 
lamps burn all night or not—as no 
moonshine is deducted. This is a 
good deal more per 1000 feet than 
any private citizen pays. The con- 
tract at this price runs for two years 
from next July.

In use, and some of the New Eng- 
land cities have rejected coal gas for 
them. Each lamp manufactures its 
own gas from naphtha or distilled 
petroleum, through the ingenious 
contrivance called the Globe Gas 
' Burner.
